Philippians 3:10, 11, “That I may 
know him, and the power of his res- 
urrection, and the fellowship of his 
sufferings, being made conformable 
unto his death; If by any means I 
might attain unto the resurrection of 
the dead. 


The power of Christ’s resurrection 
has had its effect upon millions of 
people in many countries and in every 
walk of life. Some have given the 
number as near three-fourths of a 
billion living people of the present 
day. This power is recognized every- 
where by foes, as well as friends, of 
Christ. 

I. THAT I MAY KNOW HIM 

What Paul is referring to is more 
than just a historical knowledge of 
Christ. To know Him means more 
than just to be taught about Him, or 
what He did, but to have the spiritual 
experience of His personal presence 
with the soul. It is one thing to stand 
on the shore and see the great waves 
and say, “There is a storm”; but it is 
much different to be out in the midst 
of those waves tossed every way by 
them, fighting for your life. On the 
shore looking at them, you know of 
them; in their midst you know them, 
you know their power. The first is 
information, the second is experience. 
Some are content with knowing facts, 
others are content only with knowing 
powers. Paul was content only when 
he knew the powers, and he prayed 
to this effect. Who knows the most 
about a country, he who has read 
about it or swiftly passed through, or 
he who has spent years amidst all of 
its political adversities, business in- 
dustries, educational programs, and 
prosperity or panic? You will quickly 
admit that he who has lived in the 
country for years would know more 
about it. Then we may know Him by 
experience of being made like Him 
in acceptance of His promises and 
obedience to His laws and commands. 

John 3:2, “When he shall appear 
we shall be like him, for we shall see 
him as he is.” Those who see Him by 
faith are being transformed in their 
lives by individual contact in com- 
munion with Him. The fact that the 
Scriptures teach the blessings that 
come to an individual by knowing 


D+ Christ seems to satisfy many

and that is as far as they go, while 
others appropriate the Scriptures to 
themselves and find an inward ex- 
perience of life to the soul that rev- 
olutionizes their entire life and is not 
only noticeable to themselves, but to 
all with whom they associate. Then 
it is only reasonable to see why Paul 
said, “That I may know him, and the 
power of his resurrection.” The one 
and only inexhaustible person is Jesus 
Christ; that means growth, needs 
supplied, satisfaction, blessedness, 
and a liberal education. To know Him 
is to love Him. 
II. AND THE POWER OF HIS 
RESURRECTION 

The ideal and reality of a new man, 
source of spiritual power, that risen 
life of the Savior entering into our 
lives, transforming and quickening, 
giving new tastes, motives, impulses, 
and power. 

Easter means the goddess of Spring; 
and spring brings life. Nature itself 
bursts forth with the new green fol- 
iage and birds singing; new life is 
taken on as if there were leaven in 
the very atmosphere. One writer said 
if you be risen with Christ, seek those 
things which are above. The resur- 
rection was the crowning blow at sin 
and carries with it a justifying power. 
If Christ be not risen, there has been 
no victory over sin and no annulment 
of the law. That renewing and sancti- 
fying power was what Paul desired 
to know, to identify Himself in his 
soul, his will, his affections, his heart 
with Jesus Christ, surrendering to 
Him the government of his life; he 
then becomes a new creature. For 
him old things are passed away, all 
things become new; a child born into 
a new world, alive from the dead, risen

from the old life of sin and ungodli- 
ness, crucified with Christ, walking in 
newness of life, losing self in the 
Lord’s living power that His life 
might enfold ours utterly. 

It has been said that David Cox 
was the first painter to put the wind 
into his trees. He made men see the 
movements of the air in the branches, 
the upturned leaves, the swaying 
masses of foliage. Men should see the 
wind of the Spirit in our lives shaking 
off the dust and grime of sinful hab- 
its, stirring us with a conviction, 
bending us before the Lord, walking 
in the paths of duty. Without the 
visible signs in the lives of individuals 
of the power of resurrection, much 
affect upon the lives of sinners may 
not be expected. Let us pray with 
Paul that we may know Him in the 
power of His resurrection. When Jesus 
went away and left the disciples to go 
and tarry until they were endued with 
power from on high, and then go into 
all the world and preach the gospel 
to every creature, He left a tremen- 
dous assignment, and more especially 
just after they had crucified the Son 
of God, the Lord from heaven who 
was so close to the Father, and then 
to ask them to go into all the world 
in the natural way of looking at 
things you would think they would 
shrink from their duty. But, when 
men feel that resurrection power, it 
enables them to do the things consid- 


ered impossible. 
III. AND THE FELLOWSHIP OF HIS 
SUFFERINGS 


The experience of the power of His 
resurrection, we think, is inseparable 
from fellowship of His sufferings. No 
other human lips have ever tasted, or 
can ever taste, a cup of such bitter- 
ness as He drank for us all. The power 
of His resurrection sustains and ener- 
gizes and consecrates us. There seems 
to be a connection between sufferings 
and the resurrection, also with the 
Christian life. 1 Pet. 2:21, “For even 
hereunto were ye called; because 
Christ also suffered for us, leaving us 
an example, that ye should follow his 
steps.” Then the 22nd verse goes fur- 
ther and says, “Who did no sin, 
neither was guile found in his mouth.” 
In 2 Tim. 2:12, “If we suffer, we shall 
also reign with him: If we deny him,

“To the scientists, the only solution 
is a world government strong enough 
to make war impossible. Famed Phy- 
Sicist Leo Szilard believes that an in- 
ternational inspection system could 
prevent the production of atomic 
bombs. Say the scientists: ‘The prob- 
lem has brought us to one of the 
greatest crises of history. The arms 
race must be stopped. There is not 
much time.’ ”

Cell His Disciples that 
HE IS RISEN 


The beautiful resurrection morning 
was preceded by a dark, stormy night. 
The powers of Satan had had sway. 
The forces of the evil one had caused 
heartaches and fears, even among 
those who had fallen deeply in love 
with Him who was the Savior of the 
world. Nevertheless, as deep as the 
sorrows may have pierced the hearts 
of His own, so great was their joy when 
they were told that He was risen.Their 
sorrow had turned to gladness. The 
hearts which had been so deeply 
pained were now made glad. We or- 
dinarily think of death as the end of 
man’s life. He can do no more work in 
this world. Only His influence re- 
mains, but it was not the end of the 
life of our Christ. He came again from 
the grave, after a brief rest, and took 
up once more the work of redemption. 

The women watched beside the 
grave, after the burial of the body, un- 
til they were compelled to hasten to 
the city before the gates were closed. 
Meanwhile, they were in deep grief. 
The Sabbath was a dark day for them. 
They were eager to get back to the 
grave to honor their Lord’s dead body. 
So, at the very dawn, after the Sab- 
bath, as soon as the gates were opened, 
they left their home and hastened 
away to His grave, carrying spices and 
ointments to anoint His body. 


No one saw the resurrection. We are 
told, however, of what took place. 
There was a great earthquake, for an 
angel of the Lord descended from 
heaven and came and rolled away the 
stone and sat upon it. The rulers 
thought they had the sepulcher well 
secured. The stone had been sealed 
with Pilate’s seal, so that to meddle 
with it would be a high crime. Besides, 
a guard of Roman soldiers was placed 
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at the grave, but there was no power 
in the universe that could keep the 
body of Jesus in the tomb, which was 
so well guarded. 

The effect of the resurrection upon 
the Roman soldiers who kept watch, 
was startling. The angel appeared but 
as lightning, his raiment was white 
as snow, and for fear of him the 
watchmen did quake and became as 
dead men. The soldiers were hardened 
to all sorts of danger. They had not 
quailed in the presence of any enemy, 
but when an angel of God stood before 
them, with shining face and garments, 
they were in great terror. 

We should also remember that the 
angel, who caused such dread to the 
Roman soldiers, spoke with all gentle- 
ness to the women who stood before 
the grave with deep sorrow in their 
hearts. The angel answered and said 
to the women, “Fear not ye: for I 
know that ye seek Jesus, which was 
crucified. He is not here for he is 
risen, as he said.” Undoubtedly, this 
was the first announcement of the 
resurrection. It was made by an angel 
to a few women who had been ear- 
nestly seeking for His body. The im- 
portance of the resurrection cannot 
be overestimated. All depends on His 
resurrection. All the hopes of redemp- 
tion waited outside that sealed tomb. 
Jesus had said that He would rise. His 
Messiahship, therefore, depended for 
confirmation on His resurrection. He 
had made promises to His disciples 
that He would come again from death 
and live forever. Indeed, His kingdom 
depended altogether on His rising. 





If He had remained under the power 
of death, no soul that trusted in Him 
could have been saved, for a Savior 
held as a prisoner could not be a de- 
liverer of others. A Savior locked in a 
grave could not appear before God to 
intercede for men. He could not walk 
with His people in their trials and 
sorrows. He could not lead the dying 
safely through the valley which He 
had not been able to pass through 
victoriously. We now see something 
of the tremendous importance of the 
fact which was announced by the an- 
gels to the women that early morn- 
ing. We have a living Christ; there- 
fore, He is our Savior. He was victo- 
rious over all enemies, then over death, 
the last enemy. He stands before God 
for us and walks with us on the earth 
in all of our experiences—a living 
Friend, to love, to help, to comfort, to 
deliver, and to keep all who have com- 
mitted themselves to Him in faith. 

The angel sent the women on an 
errand to His disciples to bear them 
the glorious news. “Go quickly,” said 
He, “and tell the disciples.” They 
obeyed promptly and with joy. On 
their way, Jesus, Himself, appeared to 
them, but remember it was as they 
were hastening in the path of obedi- 
ence that they met their Lord. It is 
always only in the way of duty that 
we meet Christ and find blessings and 
joy. Had the women loitered by the 
grave instead of hastening away, as 
they were bidden, Jesus would not 
have appeared to them. It is only in 
the way of obedience in the service of 
love that Jesus meets us. 

Yes, He is alive forevermore. He has 
ascended on high and spoiled princi- 
palities and powers. He has the keys

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Che C rucifixion

After supper, Jesus (verse 36) took 
three of His disciples, and went to a 
place called Gethsemane. He told 
Peter and the two sons of Zebedee to 
“Tarry ye here and watch with me,” 
and He began to be very sorrowful, 
and very heavy. He went a little way 
and prayed, “O my Father, if it be 
possible, let this cup pass from me: 
nevertheless not as I will, but as thou 
wilt. And he cometh unto the dis- 
ciples, and findeth them asleep.” He 
warns them to watch and pray that 
they enter not into temptation. The 
spirit is willing but the flesh is weak. 
Jesus goeth back the second time, 
“and prayed, saying, O my Father, if 
this cup may not pass away from me, 
except I drink it, thy will be done.” 
And He prayed the third time, saying 
the same words, verse 45, “Then com- 
eth he to his disciples, and saith unto 
them, Sleep on now, and take your 
rest: behold, the hour is at hand, 
and the Son of man is betrayed into 
the hands of sinners. Verse 46, “Rise, 
let us be going: behold, he is at hand 
that doth betray me.” Verse 57, And 
they that had laid hold on Jesus led 
Him away to Caiaphas the high 
priest, where the scribes and all the 
council sought false witness against 
Jesus, to put Him to death. They ac- 
cused Jesus of speaking blasphemy. 
Verses 66, 67, What think ye? They 
answered and said, He is guilty of 
death. Then did they spit in his face, 
and buffeted him; and others smote 
him with the palms of their hands. 
Matt. 27:2, “And when they had 
bound him, they led him away, and 
delivered him to Pontius Pilate the 
governor.” The Jews had a custom, 
that at a certain feast the governor 
was wont to release unto the people 
a prisoner, whom they would. Pilate 
tried to get the Jews to have Jesus 
released, but no, they had rather ha-e 
a murderer, or a thief, than Jesus. 
So they rejected our Lord and had 
Barabbas let loose. Verses 22-29, Pilate 
saith unto them, What shall I do then 
with Jesus which is called the Christ? 
They all say unto him, Let him be 
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crucified. And the governor said, Why, 
what evil hath he done? But they 
cried out the more, saying, Let him 
be crucified. When Pilate saw that he 
could prevail nothing, but that rather 
a tumult was made, he took water, 
and washed his hands before the mul- 
titude, saying, I am innocent of the 
blood of this just person: see ye to it. 
Then answered all the people, and 
said, His blood be on us, and on our 
children. Then released he Barabbas 
unto them: and when he had 
scourged Jesus, he delivered him to be 
crucified. Then the soldiers of the 
governor took Jesus .. . and stripped 
him and put on him a scarlet robe. 
And when they had platted a crown of 
thorns, they put it upon his head, 
and a reed in his right hand: and 
they bowed the knee before him, and 
mocked him, saying, Hail, king of the 
Jews!” After they had mocked Him, 
they took the robe off Him, put His 
own raiment on Him, and led Him 
away to be crucified. They compelled 
a Cyrene, Simon by name, to bear 
His cross, to a place called Golgotha 
( a place of a skull). They gave Him 
vinegar mingled with gall to drink, 
but He refused to drink. “And they 
crucified him, and parted his gar- 
ments, casting lots: that it might be 
fulfilled which was spoken by the 
prophet, They parted my garments 
among them, and upon my vesture 
did they cast lots.” They “set up over 
his head his accusation written, THIS 
IS JESUS THE KING OF THE JEWS.” 
Verse 45, “Now from the sixth hour 
there was darkness over all the land 
unto the ninth hour. And about the 
ninth hour Jesus cried with a loud 
voice, saying, Eli, Eli, lama sabach- 
thani? that is to say, My God, my 
God, why hast thou forsaken me?” 
Verse 50, “Jesus, when he had cried 
again with a loud voice, yielded up 
the ghost.” John 19:34, “But one of 
the soldiers with a spear pierced his 
side, and forthwith came there out 
blood and water.” Matt. 27:51, “And, 
behold, the vail of the temple was 
rent in twain from the top to the

“And, behold, 
there was a great earthquake: for the 
angel of the Lord descended from 
heaven, and came and rolled back 
the stone from the door, and sat upon 
it. His countenance was like lightning, 
and his raiment white as snow: And 
for fear of him the keepers did shake, 
and became as dead men.

NEW CHURCHES AND MINISTERS 

Since the Assembly, there have been 
186 new ministers licensed and 66 new 
churches set in order. 

A GREAT DAY IN KANNAPOLIS 

It was my privilege to meet with the 
Church of God in Kannapolis, North 
Carolina, March 31 for both the morn- 
ing and evening services, accompanied 
by Mrs. Jernigan and two children, 
Lois and Jimmy, also Brother Cecil 
Truesdell, Associate Editor of Sunday 
School and Youth Literature, and 
Brother James Rickles, his wife and 
little son. 

The people had already gathered for 
Sunday School when we arrived. When 
we saw the long lines of parked auto- 
mobiles and the large crowd that had 
gathered, it gave us more of a feeling 
of a big convention than a Sunday 
School. 

The church building is a large brick 
structure; a large auditorium and 
many Sunday School rooms (with a 
large additional Sunday School depart- 
ment being added, which is well on its 
way and will cost approximately $25,- 
000). Beside the church is the mod- 
ern, brick parsonage where the pastor, 
Brother Albert Childers, and his fam- 
ily live. There were 1,200 in Sunday 
School, and some turned away because 
they could not get into the auditorium. 
I had the privilege of teaching the 
Men’s Bible Class, whieh was the larg- 
est class I ever taught. Sister Jernigan 
taught the Young Married Women’s 
Class, with over one hundred present. 
Without any particular drive, the Sun- 
day School offering was over $700. 

It was my privilege to speak to an 
auditorium full of people at both the 
morning and evening services. They 
have some of as fine singers as can be 
found in any local church. The mem- 
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bers are spiritual and they manifest 
a great interest in their church and 
the work of the Lord in a general way. 

Brother Childers conducts a, daily 
broadcast from the church, and the 
choir broadcasts hymns for one hour 
each Sunday afternoon, which is, in- 
deed, a very popular program in Kan- 
napolis and surrounding towns and 
villages. The Church of God has a 
good reputation at Kannapolis. It 
stands out above all other churches in 
that section of the state. Two years 
ago the pastor, Brother Childers, was 
selected by a popular vote of the city 
as “The Man of the Year,” which is 
indeed a high honor for both him and 
the church. The Church of God in 
that beautiful city of friendly people 
stands as a “city set on a hill,” and 
gives light to the entire town and 
surrounding communities, and is a 
great soul-saving station. The Sunday 
night before I was there I was told 
that about one hundred people were 
at the altar seeking God. Brother 
Childers, a young man of thirty-five, 
has a very successful ministry and 
God has used him in Kannapolis in 
a great way. 


CHURCH OF GOD ORPHANAGE 
IN KANNAPOLIS 


The churches in North Carolina own 
and operate a very nice orphanage 
near Kannapolis. They have a large 
farm and one home with fifteen fine, 
sweet, little children in it. They have 
two more fine brick buildings almost 
completed. These two buildings will 
cost approximately $55,000. They are 
being constructed on the most modern 
orphanage style. When completed, 
they will take care of about fifty chil- 
dren. The North Carolina Orphanage 
was recently officially valued at 
$110,000. 


DISTRICT CONVENTION 
MISSION OFFERINGS 

We received a telegram from Broth- 
er R. P. Johnson, Overseer of North 
Carolina, in which he stated their 
first district convention mission offer- 
ing was $1,500. 

Brother J. T. Roberts, Overseer of 
Aldbama, informs us that they have 
had twelve district conventions and 
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that the mission offerings amounted 
to about $12,000, or an average of one 
thousand dollars to each convention. 
They have six more conventions. 

Brother W. E. Johnson, Overseer of 
Florida, reports all district conventions 
as breaking records of last year. 

Brother U. D. Tidwell reports a fine 
district convention at Lenoir City, with 
$1,300 mission and orphanage offerings, 
which was about double that of last 
year. 

We appreciate the interest being 
shown in the mission work. God is 
truly blessing and giving us souls in 
the foreign fields as a reward for our 
labors here, therefore, let us keep up 
the good work. 

PASTOR GIVEN A NEW CAR 

Brother C. M. Newman, pastor of the 
Church of God in Lenoir City, Ten- 
nessee, was at Headquarters a few days 
ago driving a brand-new car that his 
church, friends and the business men 
of the city, gave him. This is his fifth 
year at this church, and this fine gift, 
at a time when many of us are offer- 
ing the dealers cash for a car and 
cannot get it, is evidence of his and 
the church’s influence in that fine lit- 
tle Tennessee town.

INTRODUCTION: In these days of 
invention and discovery of atomic en- 
ergy, to speak of or to write on things 
miraculous should not be a thing 
thought to be incredible. Indeed, if 
man may make such forward strides 
of discovery in science as of late, 
there is every reason to believe that 
there is much truth relative to Divin- 
ity and relative truth dealing with 
created things with which he is not 
acquainted. 

LIFE MANIFESTED 

Text: “And, behold, there was a 
great earthquake: for the angel of the 
Lord descended from heaven, and 
came and rolled back the stone from 
the door, and sat upon it. His coun- 
tenance was like lightning, and his 
raiment white as snow: And for fear 
of him the keepers did shake, and be- 
came as dead men,” Matt. 28:2-4. 


ANALOGY 


In life, particularly the resurrected 
life of the Lord Jesus Christ from the 
dead, we have a manifestation of en- 
ergizing and vivifying power, which 
terribly shook the earth and those 
present at the time of the resurrection 
of our Lord. The difference in the 
manifestation of this power and that 
of atomic energy, as we now know, 
lies in the fact that one is potent to 
destroy and the other is munificent- 
ly potent in restoring to life. The 
whole category of substance about us 
within the whole universe we now 
know to be invested with a tremen- 
dous variety of energy, which, in the 
hands of man, may be used for both 
preservation of life and also for the 
destruction of life. The results of 
man’s discoveries are controlled by 
two great factors: (1) by his knowl- 
edge of applied science for the bene- 
fit of mankind; (2) by the evil pur- 
poses man possesses. The former is 
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used for man’s benefits, the latter for 
his destruction. 
REHABILITATION 

The purpose of God in life, as mani- 
fested through the Lord Jesus Christ, 
was to restore man to a living, spirit- 
ual organism, that he might have di- 
vine guidance and relationship with 
God in this present world; and, lastly, 
that he might, through the power of 
resurrected life, throw off the grave- 
clothes of his mortal life and attire 
himself in immortal life. In this pro- 
cess, the creation is restored to its 
rightful and original place in the 
purpose and economy of God, consti- 
tuted sons and daughters of God, being 
such through the life of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

Life, as thrown off in the universe 
by the resurrection of Christ, had for 
its objective not the destruction of 
mankind, rather the salvation of 
mankind. The contrast is markedly 
manifested: two atomic bombs 
dropped on cities loaded with human 
buildings destroyed some two to three 
hundred thousand people. It is now 
claimed by eminent scientists that it 
would be comparatively easy for the 
construction of atomic bombs which 
would have one thousand times as 
much power of destruction as these 
dropped on Japan. But turning to 
Christ, we have life reduced to a com- 
passionate, sympathetic longing to 
forgive, to restore to happiness and 
great joy; and finally to life not op- 
pressed by disease, death, or any other 
encumbrances. 

For instance, Christ for three days 
lay in the chambers of the grave, 


while the devil and all his imps of hell 
went on dress parade at the thought 
of having conquered the Prince of 
Life. But let us look again. In a single 
moment, an angel, whose countenance 
was, because of the indwelling of eter- 
nal life, “like lightning” and which 
worked with lightning rapidity, “came 
and rolled back the stone,” and, as if 
that were not enough, “sat upon it” to 
demonstrate the complete satisfaction 
of the life and victory of the resur- 
rection of Christ. The glory, the 
beauty, the attire, the glowing coun- 
tenance of the angel were on outward 
testimony of Life as hidden behind 
the veil of the clouded heavens. 


THE RESURRECTION 

of Christ was not a thing novel within 
itself. The widow’s son had been 
raised to life and the Old Testament 
characters had been raised from the 
dead. But Life, as tabernacled in 
Christ, was an abundant outflowing 
and revelation of the living God to 
the extent that the raising of Jairus’ 
daughter and Lazarus was a thing in 
anxious and loving demonstration of 
our Lord. Life, as tabernacled in Him, 
was to be the “resurrection and the 
life” and without the full revelation 
of this life the hope of a sin-laden 
creation of, life after death would 
have been dwarfed. With it, however, 
hope took shape and gave evidence 
and testimony of power to the gospel. 
Christ came, it was true, first to die 
for our sins, but this was primary; His 
real coming was to bring Life to a 
dying creation. Sin had caused death 
and must be done away with, but life 
follows in the wake of death and cries 
“O death, where is thy sting? O grave 
where is thy victory?” The sting of 
death was triumphantly removed in 
the resurrection of our Lord, and He 
shall change and fashion our vile 
bodies like unto His own glorious body, 
which saw not corruption. 


HEALING 


To prime the heart with faith, 
Christ performed many healings. In 
this manner He laid the foundation 
of faith in a resurrected life. Indeed, 
if He were not able to heal the sick, He 
certainly would not be able to raise 
the dead; therefore, in the plan of 
salvation it was uniquely set aside as 
a thing contingent upon necessity 
that Christ bear “our infirmities and 
—our sicknesses” (Isa. 53; Matt. 8:9). 
His ministry, therefore, was filled with 
these miracles of healing and the 
raising out of death “a little maid,”

(THE GRAVE OF JESUS)

Matt. 28:6, “Come, see the place 
where the Lord lay.” 


The home of comfort on this earth 
is the place called Calvary. The tem- 
ple heavenly blessings are founded up- 
on a riven rock, riven by the spear 
which pierced the heart of our Re- 
deemer. Truly there is no scene in sa- 
cred history which has the power to 
gladden souls like Calvary’s dark 
tragedy when beheld through the open 
door of an empty tomb. 

In life’s darkest days, it is the 
thought of Gethsemane and Calvary 
that alleviates our sufferings and 
woes into happiness. As one poet ex- 
presses it: 


“Is it not strange, the darkest hour 
That ever dawned on sinful earth, 
Should touch the earth with softer 

power 

For comfort, than an angel’s mirth? 
That to the Cross the mourner’s eyes 

upward turned, 

Sooner than where the star of Beth- 

lehem burns. 

Let us look again to that sweet rest- 
ing place of Jesus, once the agonies of 
the bitter cross are over. After death, 
visits are frequent to God’s green acre 
where the bodies of our loved ones 
sleep. Yes, sleep, and this is why we 
have the name “Cemetery,” meaning 
a sleeping place. Time, of course, is a 
wonderful healer, thus one’s visits to 
the graveyard become less frequent, 
until, in many cases, the pilgrimage is 
rare. 

But we cannot visit too frequently 
the grave where the body of Jesus 
lay. May God forbid that our visits 
should become less or that we should 
carelessly forget His death! Let us 
keep the fact of this grave ever fresh 
in our memories. What would we 
think of a bereaved wife who never 
went to her husband’s grave, there 
to silently remember him as her lover 
and’ friend? Why, we would call her a 
callous creature, a heartless, ungrate- 
ful widow! Yet, there are those who 
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never remember the death of their 
Lord. Such a neglect must grieve His 
heart. No matter how we may try, 
theologically, to wiggle out of the ob- 
servance of the Lord’s commandments, 
the fact still remains that every per- 
son failing to participate in it is guil- 
ty of positive disobedience. Such non- 
observance is as heartless as the 
widow despising her loved one’s grave. 
These truths come to our remem- 
brance when we think of the sacred 
grave wherein Jesus was laid. 


IT WAS A GRAVE 


Such a common end tells us that 
Jesus came and lived a human life, 
passed through human experiences 
and apparently had the usual end. 


“Low in the grave He lay— 
Jesus, my Savior!” 


The music of a baby’s cry and the 
mourns of a dying man came from His 
lips. He had a death as well as a birth; 
a grave as well as a cradle; a shroud 
as well as the swaddling clothes. His 
grave was in a garden, bright with the 
flowers of spring and decked with the 
beauties of nature. If you will come 
to His grave, burying therein your sins 
and self, if you will drop as a grain of 
corn into His grave and die, then you 
have the promises that your life will 
bring forth flowers and fruit, both 
beautiful and bounteous. The grave 
speaks of death, the garden of resur- 
rection. One of these days, our graves 
will become gardens, when the dead in 
Christ shall be raised and the living 
shall be changed in a moment in the 
twinkling of the eye and go to be with 
the Lord in the air. 


IT WAS A BORROWED GRAVE 


Borrowed from one named Joseph. 
Let it not be forgotten that although 
Joseph gave Christ his own new tomb, 
he really gave to Him that which was 
His own. Our possessions are not ours, 
but His. By this wonderful act, Joseph 
was saying: Lord, my tomb is thine; 
take it! The cost of preparing it is 
nothing in comparison with Thy sac- 
rifice for me. 

It is somewhat strange that Jesus 











was associated with two Josephs, one 
at either end of His short, but active, 
life. In the beginning, there was 
Joseph, the carpenter, a poor, laboring 
man, and at the end, there was Joseph, 
a rich man, who surrendered his beau- 
tiful grave for Jesus to rest in as He 
left this world. Although born in a 
manger, He was buried in a costly 
grave. He is still the unwanted One, 
and He yearns for more Josephs to 
give Him a resting place. Will your 
heart be one? It is true that He no 
longer desires a manger to be born in 
or a tomb to be buried in, for all that 
has been taken care of, but He desires 
to come into your heart and there 
have fellowship with you. Won’t you 
let Him come in today? If others will 
have no place for Him, then you must 
endeavor to hide Him, even as one 
Joseph did in his home, and the other 
in his tomb. 
IT WAS AN EMPTY TOMB 


“Come, see the place where the 
Lord lay.” Yes, although my Lord was 
once there, He broke its shackles and 
forsook that prison house of death. 
We triumphantly sing: 


“Up from the grave He arose, 
With a mighty triumph o’er His foes.” 


His empty grave sets forth three 
sublime truths to the believer. 

1. That the Father was well-pleased 
with His Son’s obedience. 

2. His resurrection is a pledge that 
Christ can bestow upon us the life of 
holiness by the power of the life-giv- 
ing Spirit. 

3. The empty grave is a prophecy 
of that day when all who sleep in Je- 
sus will follow Him out of their graves 
into joy unspeakable.

he also will deny us.” Many sorrows 
and sufferings swoop down on the 
Christian as birds of prey; not all are 
outward sufferings and sorrows, but 
many of them are inward, and some 
of those are the worst of sufferings. 
Paul bears out in his writings that 
to suffer for Christ is to suffer with 
Christ. In Philippians 1:29, “For unto 
you it is given in the behalf of Christ, 
not only to believe on him, but also 
to suffer for his sake.” So many times 
we are not able to sympathize with 
another until we have had a like ex- 
perience. Participation brings true 
comprehension and, therefore, we are 
given the capacity for sympathy. The 
world is made kin by a touch of na- 
ture, and nature teaches with irresist- 
ible force by facts. Actual community 
of sorrow or of joy will dissolve all 
conventionalities when nothing else 
could. The recognition of nature’s 
bond brings sympathy; and sympathy 
will unite men as no written bond 
could do, though it were attested and 
secured by every legal means. It is 
stronger than any deed or contract, 
for it is a compact written in flesh 
and signed with blood. The Scriptures 
teach that He is touched with the 
feeling of our infirmities. Then in 1 
Pet. 4:13 we are told, “But rejoice, 
inasmuch as ye are partakers of 
Christ’s sufferings; that, when his 
glory shall be revealed, ye may be 
glad also with exceeding joy.” Then 
we see why Paul wanted to know the 
fellowship of His sufferings. This 
would include suffering for others. 
Many times when we are sorely press- 
ed and carrying our burdens and 
sorrows, it is for others. “By this shall 
all men know that ye are my disciples, 
because ye have love one to another.” 
Water has no power to generate elec- 
tric energy so long as it lies still in the 
lake or moves placidly in the sluggish 
river, but when it comes rushing 
through the chasms and over the 
falls, the engineers can place turbines 
and dynamos until the darkened val- 
ley can be changed from darkness 
of midnight to the light of noon day. 
So are the sufferings of Christianity; 
in the tribulations of life is a greater 
place for the light to shine than in 

the quiet serenities of life. 

Bud Robinson said it took only two 
chickens to win one woman for God. 
When he moved into a new place he 
bought some chickens and put into the 
yard. Some of them got over the fence 
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into the neighbor’s yard. One was 
killed by the neighbor lady, and she 
threw it over the fence in Bud’s yard. 
He said nothing to her, neither would 
he let his wife say anything to her 
about it, though they were living 
hard, financially. One day the neigh- 
bor lady was taken sick, and Bud 
asked his wife to prepare a chicken 
so they.could take it over for the lady 
to eat, since she had been sick for a 
few days and not able to cook for her- 
self. The chicken was prepared and he 
and his wife went over to call on the 
sick lady, taking the nice meal pre- 
pared for her. Though she was sick, 
when they came in her conscience 
was smiting her because of her deed, 
and she tried to cover her face with 
the sheet, but Bud told her that was 
all right, they knew she was sick and 
not able to cook, so they had prepared 
her a nice meal and brought to her.

There is a German legend of the 
Robin Redbreast’s crimson feathers. 
Perhaps being touched by that secret 
attraction which draws all that lives 
to the Maker of all life, the tiny bird 
lit upon the cross of Calvary, and 
strove with all its force to withdraw 


one thorn from the crown that was 
tearing His sacred brow. When success 
rewarded his efforts, the gush of 
blood that followed crimsoned his 
breast, and in recognition of his 
action, he was permitted to bear, ever 
in his body, the “marks of the Lord 
Jesus.” Absolutely certain is it that 
those who draw but one thorn from 
His brow, by faithfulness, submission, 
courage, perseverance, self-denial, 
Sympathy, seeking, and saving his 
lost, are lessening His burden, length- 
ening His arm, rejoicing His heart, 
sharing in the mystery of His divine 
distress, and fulfilling the aspiration of 
the text, “That I may know him, and 
the fellowship of his sufferings.” 

The resurrection power illuminates 
the valley of the shadow of death. The 
real consciousness of Jesus’ real pres- 
ence changes the meaning of death. 
In Christ, there is triumph; in the 
presence of the martyr’s block, Paul 
rejoiced in the fact there was a crown 
awaiting him. Some who were burned 
at the stake for their testimony of 
Jesus embraced the stake and gladly 
welcomed the occasion; they felt the 
power of Christ’s resurrection. 

Today we may realize the tears, to- 
morrow we shall know the triumph; 
today we may know earth’s sorrow, 
tomorrow we shall know the joy; to- 
day we view the mounded graves, to- 
morrow we shall view the triumphal 
glory, and this all because of “the 
power of Christ’s resurrection.” 








SHORTAGE OF SCRIPTURES IN 
BAVARIA 


She came back four times, each time 
walking fifteen miles, before she could 
get a copy of the Bible. There are 
many thousands in Bavaria who, like 
this woman, still do not have copies of 
the Scriptures. 

Five hundred thousand people were 
bombed, their Bibles destroyed, ac- 
cording to a report given Monsieur 
Olivier Beguin, the secretary of the 
American Bible Society’s office in 
Geneva, by the Rev. Simon of the 
Kirchenrat, who is in charge of Bible 
distribution in the Bavarian Lutheran 
churches. When the refugees and dis- 
placed persons, none of whom now 
have Scriptures, are also taken into 
account, there are at least 1,200,000 
Protestants in Bavaria. If a Bible is 
given to each family the need would 
be 300,000. If New Testaments could 
be supplied to at least two members 
of each family it would make 600,000 
more. This would cover distribution 


only in the Protestant churches, and 
for immediate needs. It is impossible 
to estimate the future requirements. 

There is opportunity, at the present 
time, to reach the many political 
prisoners in Bavaria. It is felt that 
these “Nazi” adherents, should be espe- 
cially taken into consideration, and 
provided with Bibles, as the reading 
of this Book might lead them to a new 
conception of life. 

Foreseeing this Bible famine, the 
American Bible Society has been 
printing German Scriptures. In addi- 
tion to sending many individual ship- 
ments to chaplains in Germany, the 
Society has sent and is in the process 
of sending through the Y.M.C.A. 40,000 
German Bibles, 275,000 German Testa- 
ments and 525,000 German Gospels. 
Another edition of Bibles and Testa- 
ments is on the press and still further 
editions are planned as soon as paper 
can be secured. These books the Bible 
Society plans to send to Germany as 
fast as they can be produced.
